Reaſon of their ConjunRion' with them, be re- 
moved, and periſh at the ſame Time. The 
ſuperior Heavens were alſo brought down nearer 
to them, whereby the Interiors of thoſe, upon 
whom the Judgment was about to be performed, 
were laid open: Hereupon they no longer ap- 
peared like moral Chriſtians, as before, but like 
Demons, raging and diſputing among themſelves 
about God, about the Lord, the Word, Faith, 
and about the Church; and inaſmuch as their 
Concupiſcences towards Evils were then alſo let 
looſe, they rejected all thoſe Subjects with. Con- 
tempt and Ridicule, and ruſhed into every Kind 
cf Enormity. Thus the State of thoſe heavenly 
Inhabitants was changed. Then alſo all. their 
ſplendid Appearances, ' which they had formed 
to themſelves by Arts unknown in the World; 
vaniſhed away, their Palaces were turned into 
vile Huts, their Gardens into Pools, their Tem- 
ples into Rubbiſn, and the very Hills on which 
they dwelt; into craggy Rocks, and other Things 
of a like Nature, correſponding rn their aban- 
Diſpoſitions and Luſts.
